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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aota et al. (EP 0 893 
1 89). Aota et al. teach car body including an underframe formed of a first hollow member and a 
side structure formed of a second hollow member (Figure 1, Item 56 top and bottom), which are 
welded together at two positions; the exterior side of said first hollow member and the exterior 
side of said second hollow member are friction stir welded (Figure 1, Item 70); and a joint 
portion exists on a line extended either from an interior-side surface plate of said first hollow 
member or from a connecting plate that connects two surface plates of said hollow member 
(Figure 5, Item 41).
